KEEPING FOOD FRESH. 

Tire keeping of different food-stuffs during 
warm days is a big problem to many anxious 
housewives. 

Those who do not possess a large and really 
airy pantry must carefully consider the keep- 
ing of the larder. That it must be kept 
perfectly clean is, of course, an understood 
matter, but it must also be well aired and 
dry. As. well as the weekly scrubbing, its 
shelves and floor should be rubbed each morn- 
ing with a cloth wrung out of vinegar and 
water. 

The window should remain open day and 
night, and should have a piece of butter 
muslin tacked loosely over it to keep outflies 
and dust, at the same time admitting atr and 
light. 

All food requires to be 
wire covers or with muslin, 
and dried in the open air. 

Bread, if not kept in a bread-pan with a 
lid, should be covered completely with a 
clean cloth. 

Milk will not sour so quickly if covered 
with muslin. It should never be allowed to 
stand in a tin can, but should be emptied at 
once into a crock or bowl. 

Uncooked meat and fish should always be 
hung up. 

Sugar, jam and pickles all require a very 
cool, dry place. 

Raw fruit should never be allowed to touch 
one another. It will keep a long time if

Stewed fruit must be kept in a crockery 
vessel, and should on no account be left in an 
enamel dish. 

Cakes should be stored in tins, which have 
tightly fitting lids. It is necessary to wash 
those tins at least once a week, and to dry 
them thoroughly. Otherwise stale crumbs 
will collect, causing the cakes to taste stale 
also. 

Be careful never to put anything hot into 
the pantry; always allow food to cool first. 

Avoid leaving fish, onions or cheese near 
other provisions. Butter, milk or eggs are 
specially inclined to absorb any strong 
flavour, and this spoils them immediately. 

By bringing these ‘‘ keeping ” hints into 
practice the housekeeper will find that not 
only are her worries greatly lessened, but also 
her grocer’s bill. Alt food will be much 
more appetising, and there will not be nearly 
so much waste. } La sé

THE TALL MAN. 

Patrick Bird, a youth employed as a porter 
in Mr. Brett’s premises, gave evidence cor- 
roborating Brett’s account ‘of what took place 
in the shop, and said that he identified the 
prisoner Fox as the man who called for the 
first drink. McNamara repeated the order. 
He went to let Fox out, telling him that the 
time was up, and Fox ordered him to get his 
back to the wall and put his hands up.

BLAZING CAR MYSTERY.

FINDING OF A REVOLVER. 


The resumed inquest at Blunham yesterday 
on Mr. and Mrs. Lindsay Howitt Marshall, 
who were found dead in a motor car, which 
was discovered on fire, was adjourned until 
to-day. 

During the later stages of yesterday's pro- 
ceedings, Alex Tapman, an errand boy, gave 
evidence that while fishing on the evening 
following the burning of the motor car he saw 
a revolver lying on the river bed near the 
bridge at Great Barford. It was recovered 
by another boy. 

Harry Hull, a schoolboy, described the 
firing of the revolver by a boy named George 
Goodwin, who pointed it up the river and 
fired two shots. 

Another witness said that he took four 
cartridges from the revolver. Three were 
empty and the other had a bullet in it. 
There was a dent in this one, as though an 
attempt had been made to fire it. 

A gunsmith, of Bedford, identified the 
revolver as one which he sold to Mr. Marshall 
on the 6th inst. : 

A police superintendent said that the dis- 
tance from Barford Bridge to the spot where 
the car was found was between six and 4 half 
and seven miles. 


REPUBLICAN MEETING IN 
COUNTY DONEGAL. 


Speaking at a meeting in McCarry’s Hotel, 
Letterkenny, on Sunday last, the outdoor 
meeting having been abandoned owing to 
heavy rain, Mr. Seantilemass, T.D., explained 
the objects of Fianna Fail, and said that the 
organisation maintained that the present 
situation in Ireland called for the immediate 
elimination of all Government services which 
can, even temporarily, be dispensed with. 
They included the Senate, the Army, and a 
large portion of the Civil Service. They held 
that those bodies should be dispensed with, 
and the money used to maintain them de- 
voted to providing the farmers and indus- 
trialists with the capital. of which they were 
urgently in need. The crying need of the 
country was cheap capital, and capital was 
scarce in Ireland because it was being wasted 
unnecessarily by the Government, and be- 
cause those who controlled it had it invested 
in foreigr securities, instead of in home in: 
drstries. In order to induce this capital 
back into Ireland, it was suggetsed that in- 
come tax should be abolished on all incomes 
derived from money invested in Ireland. 

No schemes or plans, however, would bring 
prosperity to Ireland while the present feel- 
ing of insecurity as to the future remained.

The miners 
accepted this invitation, but the owners 
declined to attend, as Air 
Baldwin declared, “with stupidity and 
With a want of courtesy to the Govern- 
ment.’’

industry? Will the miners return to their 
jobs in the knowledge that they have been 
misled and that they have nobody but 
themselves to blame for their defeat; or 
will they go back with a rankling sense 
of injustice, determined to reorganise 
their shattered forces, and to have their 
revenge at the earliest opportunity? 
Virtually everything depends now on the 
individual owners. In the absence of a 
national tribunal they will be in a posi- 
tion to dictate terms to their men. No 
reasonable man can grudge them that 
power. It has been a stand-up fight, and, 
according to all the rules of the game, the 
loser pays. The fact that such enormous 
national interests are at stake, however, 
ought to give the owners pause. Of course, 
they cannot be expected to pay a higher 
wage than can be borne by their pits— 
the present plight of the coal industry is 
due largely to an attempt to defy this 
fundamental principle of economic law— 
but within the limits of this condition 
they ought to show a generous spirit. 
They have a splendid tactical advantage ; 
for “Cookism,” as Mr. Frank Hodges 
terms it, is discredited. During the next 
few weeks the miners probably will turn 
either to the right or to the left—in the 
one case towards moderation, in the other 
towards. complete Bolshevism, of. which 
the Cook mentality was but a pale shadow.

Twenty Days at Geneva. 


The seventh Assembly of the League of 
Nations at Geneva has come to an end 
.aíter a session of twenty days. Its pro- 
“ramme was crowded—indeed, overcrowded 
—but it will be remembered by one 
achievement which has established a land- 
mark in history. Germany has taken her 
seat as a permanent member of the 
League's Council,#and French and German 
delegates have been sitting side by side for 
the transaction of Europe’s common 
business. To-day the League’s member- 
ship embraces all the ‘‘enemy’’ States of 
the Great War except Turkey. The ad- 
mission of Germany has wrought a swift 
improvement in Franco;German relations, 
and a great scheme of economic co-operation 
is on foot, It is unfortunate that Spain 
and Brazil have decided to leave the 
League, but the loss is chiefly their own, 
and they will receive every encouragement 
to change their minds. During the session 
the Assembly increased the number of non- 
permanent members of the Council from 
six to nine, giving to Colombia and to 
‘Salvador equal votes and an equal right 
of veto with Britain, France and Germany. 
The Irish Free State was an unsuccessful 
competitor for one of the nine seats— 
partly as a protest against the tendency 
to endow certain States vested 
interests in the Council, and partly in 
order to assert the individual rights of the 
British Dominions. The other Dominions 
support this claim in principle; but they 
refused to be ‘‘ rushed’’ by the Irish 
delegation, which acted apparently without 
instructions from the Free State Govern- 
ment, and certainly without instructions 
from the Free State Parliament. On the 
whole, British influence at Geneva, while, 
perhaps, the leading factor in solid progress, 
has been a useful brake upon those mem- 
bers of the League who sought. to travel 
too fast and too far. Viscount Cecil of 
Chelwood, for instance, opposed the French 
desire for an early disarmament confer- 
ence which would revive the obligations 
vf the defunct Geneva Protocol and would 
commit England’s vital interests to the 
keeping of a body of small and non-naval 
States. The most dramatic incident at the 
Assembly was the Chinese delegate’s fierce 
and unjust attack on Britain’s entirely 
defensive policy in China. By this time 
probably Mr. Chu regrets his outburst ; 
for it has called attention to the absurd 
fact that a country which has no real 
Government holds a seat on the League’s 
Council, and to the painful fact that 
China’s subscriptions to the League are 
hopelessly in default... The Assembly has 
invited Mr. Chu to suggest “‘ effective and 
concrete’? means by which that default 
may be remedied. ‘Apart from the poli- 
tical activities of the session, the League 
has pursued with unflagging zeal its vastly 
important labours in the field of social 
and humanitarian reform.

Treasures of Antiquity. 


The account which we publish to-day of 
the Kildare Archeological Society’s visit 
to places of antiquarian interest in 
Dublin will suggest to many readers ex- 
cursions too long deferred. Not a few will 
resolve, when next enjoying a free day in 
the city, to go to St. Audoen’s, where the 
oldest bell in use in the United Kingdom 
is still active; to the old Irish House of 
Lords, where wonderful tapestries, almost 
contemporary with the events, depict the 
Battle of the Boyne -and the Siege of 
Derry; and to King’s Hospital, with its 
holograph letters of Swift.. It would be 
well if the Kildare Society’s example were 
copied by studious groups in every county. 
There .is hardly a parish in all the land 
that has not its antiquities, exciting to 
the imagination, and yet neglected and 
In a County Wicklow lane a 
remarkable ogham stone—once the theme 
of a learned paper—stands- by the way- 
side, unprotected by railings and in con- 
tinual peril. At the gates of Ennis a 
Franciscan church, dating from the days 
of St. Francis of Assisi, stands, seldom 
visited, despite its beautiful pointed 
window, and the curious carving that pro- 
vides What probably is an almost contem- 
porary impression of || Poverello, with the 
stiginata clearly depicted. At Muckross 
Abbey mosses and ivy are being allowed to 
take root between the stones and to imperil 
the chief beauties of the fabric, while 
within the cloister garth the centuried yew 
tree now apparently goes untended. At

Building Materials. 


Controversy. has raged over the proposed 
demolition of Waterloo Bridge—architectu- 
rally one of the finest pontine structures in 
Europe. Most people will learn with sur- 
prise that among the arguments advanced 
for the demolition was the statement that 
the granite of which the bridge is built is 
anequal to the strain put upon it. The 
Chief Engineer to the London County 
Council affirms that the granite is neither 
very solid nor very hard, and that its 
inferior qualities render the bridge unfit 
for mere reconstruction. Discussing the 
qualities of building stones, the Engineer- 
ing Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
points out thai granite, although its very 
name is a proverbial synonym for endur- 
ance, varies greatly in quality and has 
many disadvantages as a structural 
material. It will not bear fine carving, and 
inust be used in the rough. This tgneous 
stone, fashioned in the first cooling of the 
earth, will not withstand fire; for heat 
fractures its coarsely-blended constituents. 
Granite is chiefly useful in bridges, docks, 
harbours and breakwaters, especially where 
wear 1s severe. An excellent example of 
the judicious use of granite is Kingstown 
Harbour, constructed of rock quarried at 
Killiney. Sandstones are Nature’s own 
conerete, often tinted with the hues of rust 
by iron compounds. Their chief defect 
lies in their frequent tendency to show 
cleavage owing to impurity in composition. 
Limestones offer a sturdy resistance to 
corrosion, and until the atmosphere | of 
cities became—as it is to-day—excessively 
laden with acid fumes, these stones 
appeared to be permanent in their endur- 
ance. Chemical treatment of stone sur- 
faces, protecting them against atmospheric 
erosion, now is highly developed. Arti- 
ficial materials have ousted stone from 
domestic and public architecture. Engineer- 
ing science promises long durability in 
the best concrete, but only time can prove 
whether the buildings of to-day will last 
as long as the buildings of former ages. 
This generation never will know whether 
it has builded well. 


OBITUARY. 
THE REV. ANTHONY GALLAGHER. 


The death occurred yesterday at Cloughan, 
Donegal, of the Rev. Anthony Gallagher, 
Parish Priest of Glenfin, aged 65 years. A 
native of Letterkenny, he was ordained in 
1887. After being Curate for two years at 
Ardglass he returned to his native diocese as 
Curate of Killybegs, and went thence to 
Arranmore Island, where he ministered for 
some years, and where his work for the fisher- 
folk is held in grateful memory. Then he 
went to Gweedore, and thirteen years ago 
he was appointed Parish Priest of Glenfin. 

MR. JONATHAN PIM. - 

The death occurred at Eastbourne, after a 
long illness, of Mr. Jonathan J. Pim, at, the 
age of 75 years. He was the eldest son of the 
late Joshua Pim, of Lisnagarvey, Lisburn, 
and for many years was prominent in the 
North of Ireland linen trade. He was manag- 
ing director of the Hillsborough Linen Com- 

any, Ltd., and a director of the Edenderry 

pinning Company. Up to the time of his 
leaving Ireland six years ago he was leader 
in many philanthropic enterprises in the North, 
Originally a member of the Society of F riends, 
Mr. Pim joined the Church of Ireland, and 
became a member of the General Synod. In 
his younger days he was a breeder of smooth- 
haired fox terriers, and frequently acted as 
judge at shows in England and America. He 
was well known in the hunting field in the 
North. He is survived by his wife and 
daughter. i 


MR. LAWRENCE LANDER CARTER. 

Mr. Lawrence Lander Carter, the well- 
known pilot of the Gloucestershire Aireraft 
Company, who won the Aerial Derby Handi- 
cap four years ago, and the Aerial Derby 
itself in the following year. died in a Chelten- 
ham nursing home vesterday, aged 28 vears.

‘THE OUTSIDER” AT THE 

GRAFTON PICTURE HOUSE. 

‘There are many elements which help to 
make the film shown at the Grafton Picture 
House, Dublin, this week of special interest. 
‘he production is the screen version of 4 
stage play from the pen of Miss Dorothy 
Brandon, which already has won great popu- 
larity in New York and London—not that 
success on the legitimate stage necessarily 
stands for success als» on the screen, but 
in ‘The Outsider ” there is splendid material 
for filming. 

‘The kernel of the story raises the very 
delicate question of the recognition of that 
class of non-professional healers who from 
time to time figure in everyday life and by 
their gifts, or their charlatanry—call it what 
vou will—effect apparently wonderful cures 
where the geeig Bhc i gaois methods of pro- 
fessional men appear to give no helpful re- 
sults. The subject is one round which con- 
troversy has been waged,for years, and will 
probably continue to be waged. There is 
sufficient interest in the matter, however, to 
lend particular attraction to this film, in 
which the author has cleverly introduced, 
with all the necessary air of mystery, a young 
Hungarian gipsy who, whatever the source of 
his gifts, has an extraordinary faculty for 
healing. Into his encampment come a young 
London dancer and her lover. She takes part 
in. an open-air dance, but meets with an 
accident which threatens to leave her a cripple. 
Her father, an eminent, surgeon, fails to cure 
her. and other specialists from all parts of the 
world alse fail to restore the power of her 
limbs. 

The young Hungarian comes to London 
heralded by a wide publicity campaign, Lut 
is denounced by the medical faculty as an 
impostor and a charlatan. He forces his way 
into: the girl’s house, and with her consent, 
but utterly against the wishes of her father, 
takes her to a private nursing place, where he 
treats her. Faith in her recovery appeared 
to be a great part of the treatment—a sug- 
gestion of ‘‘ Coué-ism;’’ and after nearly a 
year there is to be a demonstration—a 
“Walking Party ’’ by the young lady. The 
spirit 1s weak; she will not believe she can 
walk, and the demonstration proves a failure. 
The young Hungarian, in distress, admits lis 
failure, and is leaving the house and the girl's 
life when she realises what his going means to 
her, jumps from her chair, and hobbles after 
him The cure is complete: Love has proved 
to be the. great healer and miracle-worker.

PAGAN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
' Srr,—I should be grateful if any of your 
readers could tel] me—an Irish-American and 
one intensely interested in all things connected 
with Ireland’s «ncient ey there is any 
tradition in Ireland that the most ancient of 


the Christian churches had been pagan 
temples, and if any archeologist has touched 
on this point of view. 1 was interested 


recently at Aghadoe, Kerry, to find in one 
of the columns of the old church a striking 
resemblance to the columms of the ‘‘ Treasury 
of Atreus’’ at Mycene. I can find no 
reference to this fact in any of the books on 
the early churches of Ireland that I have con- 
sulted. Margaret Stokes, in her “ Early 
Christian Art in Ireland,” gives an tllustra- 
tion of the column of Aghadoe, but makes no 
further mention of it. 5. salman was destroved 
in 468 n.c.. and the columns in front of the 
‘‘Treasurvy of Atreus’’ were excavated, ac 
cording to Schliemann’s account, in 1810; so 
that it is hardly possible that these columns 
could have in pired an early Christian 
sculptor in Ireland. | : 

In view of the s milarity between the “ bee- 
hive’ tombs of Mvcene and the '“ bee hive ”’ 
constructions of Ireland. coupled with the 
fact that the same symbolic designs are found 
in these ancient monuments here and at 
Mycene, is it not possible that this column 
of Aghadoe may date from the Mycenean 
period—inspired, perhaps, by some ancient 
model from which the columns of Mycene 
were also copied—and that it belonged to 
some temple built by the same race as that 
which constructed the cyclopean monuments 
of the Eastern Mediterranean countries’ I 
noticed also in this church of Aghadoe that 
the masonry near this column, at the base 
and around the doorway and in a few other 
arts, was of a very different style, excellent 
ashlar work, and obviously very -supeyior to 
the masonry of the rest of the church; so 
that it appeared as if the early’ Chris‘ ian 
church might have been built up on the ruins 
of a very ancient pagan temple—that Aghadoe, 
with its round tower, had heen a sacred centre 
of Ireland 's earliest civilisation. 

The round tower near the church shows in 
its lower portion the same splendid ashlar 
masonry, and thus evidentl¥ dates from the 
same period as the foundation stones of the 
church. As these stones are similar in 
character to the tombs of Mycene and other 
so-called cyclopean constructions of South- 
Fastern Europe, there is surely a strong pos- 
sibility that they date—temple and column 
and round tower-—from approximately the 
same period and were built by the same great 
race of builders. 

| am well aware that archewolagists at pre. 
sent have satished themselves that the round 
towers date from the tenth to twelfth 
centuries, but archeological opinions change. 
James Fergusson claimed that the rude stone 


their “ partially civilised’ inhabitants had 
come in contact with the Romans, and that 
these constructions in Ireland dated from the 
time of St. Columba. We are happily becom- 
ing more enlightened, although in Ireland 
many writers on such subjeets still seem to 
have a strong reluctance to place civilisation 
or culture or spirituality bevond the threshold 
of Christianity, and. they date our ancient 
‘pagan sanctuaries and tombs, and even Fionn 
and Cuchulain themselves, barely before the 
coming of St. Patrick. ; 

Tradition says that the round towers are of 
remote pagan origin; and, owing to the dis 
coveries of recent vears, scientific men are 
‘beginning more and more to beheve in the 
truth that lives on mm tradition. At Glenda- 
lough, where there is another round tower, I 
have noticed the same cvclopean characteris- 
ties in several of the hasten. and | have 
also come across the remains of two or three 
round constructions that seemed of pagan 
origin. The report of the Commissioners of 
Public Works on Glendalough. I see, mentions 
these remains—stone huts and a fort, “‘ very 
similar in construction to those in the West 
of Ireland.” ; and looks on them as ‘‘ evidence 
of a verv early occupation of the vallev.”’ 
In the vicinity of Glendalough was found a 
boulder, now in the Museum in Dublin, 
decorated with a design the exact counterpart 


| of which is found on a coin of Cnossus. and 


supposed to represent the Labyrinth of Crete. 
By no stretch of the imagination ean this he 
looked on as early Christian or tenth to 
twelfth century; so that the presence of this 
boulder near the round tower and cyclopean 
doorways of the Seven Churches seems to me 
to prove Glendalough originally a religious 
settement of the Holy Ireland of pagan days, 
and when the Seven. Churches were seven 
temples—a link, perhaps, in the chain that 
bonnd America and Europe together, from the 
'“ Place of the Seven Caves” of the Mava to 
the seven ‘‘ tombs " of Mycenew, enclosed by 
a ‘‘cashel”’ like our settlements of the West 
of Ireland. 7 | i 

I should he glad if any reader could inform 
me of any books existing on this theory. If 
none such exists, surely the subject is worthy 
of careful and unprejudiced investigation ; for 
it would be of the utmost importance in 
showing Ireland's connection with the great 
civilisations of the remote past. The un- 
explored Irish manuscripts on the Continent 
might possibly throw a new light on the 
matter, and this quest for our ancient in- 
heritance might serve to bring about that 
time for which we all hope, foreshown in the 
vision of St. Bride; and the sacred fire of the 
De Danaans, hidden for a time by the in- 
vader, might be again tended and preserved, 
as it was by the nuns of Kildare, bv Christian 
Ireland.—Yours, etc.,

THE COAL DEBATE.

It was bitterly cold this morning, and 
the fact was, perhaps, sufficient reason 
why members of the House of Common, 


did not throng the Lobby at an early hou; 


to secure seats for the sitting which becan 
at 2.45 p.m. Only half-a-dozen member: 
arrived before nine o'clock to mark their 
places, and after they had gone there were 
no others. The first member to arrive 
was Mr. Scryingeour, the Prohibitionist 
member. The women members were 
notably absent this morning, though Lady 
Astor is always in the first flight when 
she is at home for such occasions. Miss 
Wilkinson was in her place to-day after 
her short visit to the United States te 
collect money for the miners. 

The House of Commons was well filled 
in the afternoon, but it was by no means 
crowded. Outside interest in the debais 
seemed to be small; forthe Public Gallery 
was ever fully ecccupied. The Prime 
Minister, Mr. Ramsay Macdonald. an 
Mr. Lloyd George all were present when 
the Sreaker took the chair, and it was 
soon obvious that there was tikely te be 
a very animated discussion on the ceal 
situation before the sittings came to a 
close. The Socialist Party was very quiet 
however, and there was very little nter- 
ruption during the early part of the pre 
ceedings. This may have been due to 1 
absence of Mr. Jack Jones, but it wa: 
noticed that the Clydeside contingent was 
almost subdued. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald 
was strongly supported, nearly all the 
Socialist leaders sitting beside him on tha 
Front Opposition Bench; but when}. 
rose to speak there was very little chee) 
ing from his followers, and it was note: 
that, when he wanted to make a point 
he turned right round and faced his si) 
porters, as if soliciting their applaus 
He did not secure it often. 


Opinion in the Lobby. 


In the Lobby discussion mainly centred 
on the coal dispute, and among Conser: 
tives the opinion was freely expressed that 
Mr. Cook recognised that he was defeated 
and that nationalisatior of coal was out 
of the question at present. Strong support 
was given by the Conservatives to the 
Government, and in the party there was 
a feeling that Mr. Baldwin was taking th 
right line. While anxious to see an end 
to a dispute both costly and uncomfort- 
able, Covernment supporters we-: by no 
means prepared to allow further conces 
sions to be made to the extremism of Mr 
Smith and Mr. Cook. Socialist members 
were very quiet, and d'sinclined to discuss 
the situation at all. Several of them. 
however, had unkind things to say about 
the leadership displaved on behalf of the 
miners, and when the dispute has been 
brought to a conclusion there can be little 
doubt that these expressions of opinion 
wikl he more loudly voiced. a 


Parliamentary Slaosaiiúidh 


The House of Commons, in all proba- 
bility, will sit on Wednesday. since the 
Opposition has objected to a morning 
sitting with an early rising to-morrow.

THE ANNUAL SHORTAGE. 

The financial statement showed that sub- 
acriptions received to date totalled £347 10s..

He hoped that Mr. Guinness would live long 
to enjoy the use of the binoculars, and would 
continue to act as their honorary secretary.

Mr. Guinness, acknowledging, said that the 
the services which he had been able to render 
were very light, because the real work had 
been carried out. by their chairman, Major 
Whewell, and hy the energetic secretary, Mr. 
Newcombe. (Hear, hear.) It was amazing to 
think, he went on, that during the past few 
years they had been able to keep up the level 
of the subscriptions, and he attributed that 
to Major Whewell and Mr. Newcombe. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Although he had not been able to render 
very great practical assistance, he had always 
taken a great interest in matters maritime. 
A great change had taken place in the life- 
boats during the last few years. The change 
was revolutionary; for they were changing 
from sail to motor. 

This had been, and was being, done at 
enormous expense, and how the service was 
maintained was aMazing to him. It meant 
that for the future they would have to quad- 
ruple their energies in order to get the neces- 
sary money for the upkeep of these vessels 
that they now had. He thanked them very 
much for their very valuable gift.

MINISTER AND A TRAINING 
COLLEGE. 


At a meeting of the Fermoy Development 
Association, at which Mr. Daniel Ahern pre- 
sided, a letter was read from Mr. M. 
Henuessy, T.D., enclosing a reply received 
from the Minister of Education in reference 
to the proposed establishment of a prepara- 
tory. training college at the Manor School.
